1. IN THE WORST OF A SERIES OF RECENT DISRUPTIONS IN KWAZULU 
HIGH SCHOOLS, SOME 200 ZULU STUDENTS OF ST. AUGUSTINE'S HIGH 
SCHOOL (NEAR DUNDEE) KILLED ONE TEACHER, SERIOUSLY INJURED 
ANOTHER, AND CAUSED EXTENSIVE DAMAGE TO SCHOOL PROPERTY DURING 
A RIOT APRIL 23. THE DISTURBANCE REPORTEDLY WAS CAUSED BY 
GRIEVANCES OVER DISCIPLINE AND SEPARATION OP MALE AND FEMALE 
STUDENTS. RIOT, WHICH BEGAN WHEN TWENTY MALE PUPILS ATTACKED 
THEIR PREPECTS, ESCALATED WHEN OTHER (ALLEGEDLY INTIMIDATED) 

JOINED THEM IN STONING SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND MARCHING ON 
TEACHERS' RESIDENCES. DURING THE RESULTANT ATTACK SEVERAL 
HOUSES WERE STONED AND TEACHERS ASSAULTED. RIOT POLICE 

FROM DUNDEE AND NQUTU ARRIVED SHORTLY AFTERWARDS TO ARREST 
MOST OF THE RIOTING STUDENTS. THE KWAZULU GOVERNMENT ANNOUNCED 
APRIL 25 THAT IT WAS SENDING THREE REPRESENTATIVES TO INVESTI- 
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GATE THE MATTER, WHICH CHIEF BUTHELEZI CHARACTERIZED AS "A 
TERRIBLE TRAGEDY". LATER THAT DAY EDUCATION MINISTER DHLOMO 
ANNOUNCED THE SCHOOL WAS CLOSED UNTIL FURTHER NOTICE. 

2. ST. AUGUSTINE'S INCIDENT WAS THE MOST SERIOUS OF A SERIES 

OF PROBLEMS BETWEEN ZULU STUDENTS AND SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS 
NOTED DURING PAST FEW WEEKS. AT ZULULAND UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 
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STAGED A RALLY AND BOYCOTTED LECTURES APRIL 25 IN PROTEST 
OVER A UNIVERSITY COUNCIL DECISION TO ENEORCE A UNIVERSITY 
REGULATION EXPELLING SOME PREGNANT STUDENTS. ALTER AN 
APPARENTLY ERUITLESS MEETING WITH THE STUDENTS REPRESENTATIVE 
COUNCIL (SRC), THE UNIVERSITY'S EIRST BLACK RECTOR, PROFESSOR 
A.C. NKABINDE, ORDERED THE STUDENTS BACK TO CLASS AND LATER 
NOTIFIED THEM THAT ANYONE NOT ATTENDING LECTURES APRIL 26 
WOULD HAVE HIS REGISTRATION CANCELLED AND HAVE TO LEAVE CAMPUS 
PERMANENTLY. ACCORDING TO DEAN OF STUDENT AFFAIRS S.M. BENGU, 

MOST STUDENTS RETURNED TO CLASSES ON THE 26TH, NO VIOLENCE 
TOOK PLACE DURING THE INCIDENTS AND POLICE WERE NOT CALLED 
TO THE CAMPUS. 

3. IN OTHER INCIDENTS, CHIEF BUTHELEZI'S 16 YEAR OLD SON 
NELISUZULU AND 41 OTHER STUDENTS WERE EXPELLED FROM THE ELITE 
KWADLANGEZWA HIGH SCHOOL (NEAR EMPANGENI) EARLY IN APRIL 
AFTER THEY ALLEGEDLY ATTEMPTED TO CUT OFF THE SCHOOL'S POWER 
SYSTEM, STONED A TEACHER'S CAR, AND BURNED SOME OFFICIAL FILES. 

THE POLICE DID NOT CHARGE STUDENTS AFTER DISCUSSIONS WITH THEIR 
PARENTS AND KWAZULU GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS. ON APRIL 24 THE 
PRINCIPAL OF NTHEMBENI HIGH SCHOOL (NEAR MELMOTH) TOLD THE 
PRESS HE HAD RECEIVED AN ANONYMOUS LETTER FROM SOWETO DEMANDING 
THE EXPLOSION OF ALL PUPILS FROM THAT TOWNSHIP. IN RESPONSE 
FIFTEEN BOYS ASKED FOR AN IMMEDIATE TRANSFER AND TWENTY-TWO 
GIRLS LEFT THE SCHOOL. EARLIER IN THE MONTH THE MLOKOTHWA 
HIGH SCHOOL (NEAR THE ZUEU ROYAL CAPITAL OF NONGOMA) CLOSED 
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INDEFINITEEY AFTER ANOTHER PUPIL- ADMINISTRATION DISAGREEMENT 
OVER DISCIPLINE, WHICH EVEN THE INTERVENTION OF ZULU KING 
GOODWILL COULD NOT RESOLVE. 
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
